Leaving the junction of the Papria with the 
Colorado, we soon entered Marble Canon, and 


were fairly afloat in a gorge,—the most gloomy, 


grand, and interesting that human eye has ever 
deen, or living mortal ever threaded. Day 
after day we battled for our lives with tortaous 
and continuous rapids; contending with the fierce 
floods of a great river confined between narrow, 
fretted walls, that rose in terraces to the sky, 
one mile and a quarter above our heads. The 
sights seen, the adventures met, the work ac- 
complished, will filla volume. He who succeeds 
in telling the story well will find no lack of lis- 
teners. Pictures that should even faintly depict 
the wonders of this hidden world would make 
the painter’s name immortal. 
Within the limits of a single letter, few de- 
tails can be given. In previous communica- 
the river and its canons have been de- 
scribed.

The Temperance act, which has passed both 


Houses of the Indiana Legislature, and only 
awaits the signature of the Governor to become 
a law, is but a step removed from absolute pro- 
hibition. Its very first section provides that any 
person desiring a permit to sell intoxicating | 
liquors must present a petition signed by a ma- 
jority of the legal voters of. the town 
in which he lives, or of the ward in 
which he resides, in case of a city 
organization. The Board of Commissioners 
must decide that the petition has been signed 
regularly as required, before issuing the permit. 


There is little doubt that this provision will 
materially decrease the number of drinking- 
saloons in the State, and, in some districts, do 
away with them altogether. The applicant must 
further furnish a good bond of 63,000, which 
may be sued upon in any court of civil jurisdic- 
tion, except Justice's courts. No permit shall be 
granted for a longerterm than one year. In

The Republicans in Spain are not alone in 
their troubles. With that peculiar facility for 
getting into quarrels which all Spaniards seem 
to possess, some of the royal claimants are now 
getting by the ears. The latest development is a 
complete rupture between the Duke de Mont- 
peœsier and ex-Queen Isabella. The cause grew 
out of the quarrels between the Queen and her 
husband, which the Duke, in a letter to Queen 
Christina, Isabella's mother, said he regarded as 
jeopardizing the dynasty. The Duke, it will be 


remembered, belongs to the dynasty by virtue 


of marriage with Louise, Isabella’s sister. 
Queen Christina called her daughter’s attention 
to the Duke’s communication, whereupon Isa- 
bella declared she would have no further rela- 
tions with the Duke, but would reserve her lib- 
erty to do the best she could for herself and her 
son, Alphonso, Prince of Asturias. Meanwhile, 
the only claimant to the throne who seems to 
be working with energy is Don Carlos, who not 
only has his adherents under arms, but is in 
Spain himself, directing matters. 


The Rev. Thomas Guthrie, who died yesterday, 
has long been known for his active benevolence, 
and the keen controversial part he took in many 
of the ecclesiastical questions of his day. He 
was born in 1808, in Brechin, Vorfarshire. He 
studied for the ministry, and, after having been 
licensed to preach in the Church of Scotland, 
went to Paris to study medicine, in ordbr that 
he might be able to care for the bodies as well 
as the souls of his parishioners. He then sought 
to acquire a knowledge of business in his 


he began to preach in the Parish of Arbirlot, 
in his native county. He verysoon removed 
to Edinburg. where he has since lived. He was 
one of those who, with Dr. Chalmers, Cunning- 
ham, and Candlish, agitated the non-intrusion 
controversy, which ended in the establishment 
of the Free Church, in 1848. The poorer classes 
of Edinburg have cause to remember him with 
gratitude, for the heart-stirring appeals which 
he made in behalf of the destitute and aban- 
doned children of the Scottish Capital. This 
led, in 1847, to the inauguration of the Edin- 
burg Original Ragged or Industrial School. 
The works which Dr. Guthrie leayes behind him 
are ‘‘Pleas for Ragged Schools,” and Ezekiel, 
the Inheritance of the Saints.” He was for 
many years editor of the Sunday Magazine.

The New York Herald has information from 
one of its foreign correspondents that Amadeus 
resigned the crown of Spain because he thought 
that the opposition which he would thus show to 
the Ministry would conciliate the army, and that 
the latter would call him back to the throne.

THE ALTON RAILWAY DECISION. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois 
in the McLean County case will command uni- 
versal attention, not only in this State, but all 
over the Union. It is the first decision of an 
appellate court upon the question of the power 
of the Legislature to prohibit discriminations 
in charges for fréighte between points on the 
line of the same road. The Alton & St. Louis 
Railway Company demanded and collected $5.65 
per M. feet for the transportation of lumber 
from Chicago to Lexington, a distance of 110 
miles, while it delivered lumber over the same 
road at Bloomington, 126 miles from Chicago, at 
$5 per M. feet. The lumber consigned to Bloom- 
ington passed through Lexington. The section 
of the law covering the proceeding is as follows: 

That no railroad company organized or doing busi- 
ness ip this State under any act of incorporation or 

law of this State now in force, or which may 
hereafter be enacted, shall charge or collect for the 
transportation of goods, merchandise, or property, on 
ite said road, for any distance, the same nor any larger 
nor greater amount as toll or compensation than is at | 
the same time charged or collected for the transporta- 
tion of similar quantities of the same class of goods, 
merchandise, or property, over a greater distance upon 


The Circuit Court gave judgment of forfeiture 
of charter against the Company. The Supreme 
Court has reversed this judgment. It holds 
that, while it is within the power of the Legis- 
lature to prevent unjust discriminations in 
treight- charges, the present law is defective, and 
cannot be enforced, because it establishes an 
arbitrary rule, applicable alike to all differences 
in rates, whether such differences are unjust or 
not. The existing law cannot, therefore, be 
executed, and must be amended to conform to 
the principles laid down in the opinion of the 
Court,—an opinion concurred in by all nine 


This decision, being the law of Illinois on this 
subject, must be respected andobeyed. It prac- 
tically requires that railroads shall show that 
discriminations in rates, where they exist, are 
just and unavoidable. This brings up the ques- 
tion, Where is the responsibility for such dis- 
crimination to be fixed? In the.case at bar, the 
City of Bloomington enjoys the advantage of 
having more than one road. It can get lumber 
from Chicago by the Chicago & Alton Road, or 
the Illinois Central Road, and from Toledo by 
still another road. The latter road has an object to 
be gained by building up a trade between Toledo 
and Bloomington in lumber. To encourage that 
trade it reduces ite freighte from Toledo to 
Bloomington on lumber below the rates charged 
by the other two roads. The question at once 
arises whether the Alton and the Illinois Central 
Railroads shall abandon the transportation of 
lumber to Bloomington, or, by alike reduction 
of rates to that city, shall seek to retain the 
trade; and whether, if they adopt the latter 
course, they must make a like reduction of rates 
toall other points on their roads, where the 
same reason does not exist, 
to be determined whether this discrimination is 
against Lexington, or in favor of Bloomington, 
and whether it is not a result, either of the nat- 
ural position of Bloomington, or of acquired 
facilities over which the Alton Road has no con- 
trol.

Notwith- 
withstanding the appeal of the Com- 
missioners for money to pay for the 
services of counsel and for incidental 
expenses, the Legislature refused to appropriate 
one dollar for the expenses of litigation, or to 
enable the Commissioners to prosecute clearly- 
defined offenses. The only money the Commis- 
sion has had to apply to these purposes was 
500 given out of the contingent fund by Gov. 
Palmer. They have been compelled to grope in 
the dark; have been expected to prosecute of- 
fenses for which the law provided no penalty, and 
have been left without a dollar to employ counsel, 
procure testimony, or pay costes of litigation in 
clear cases of violation of law, Any law on this 
subject of railroad freights must rest hereafter , 
upon the theory that the discriminations are un- 
just in fact, and consequently litigation must be 
more expensive. To prosecute such cases, the 
Legislature must make a liberal appropriation. 

From official tables furnished by the Rail- 
road Commissioners, we learn that on July 1, 
1872, there were in actual operation in Illinois 
6,258 miles of railroad, and 1,587 in process of 
construction, The average cost of the twenty- 
eight completed and classified roads, having 
5,381 miles of track, was $42,264.48 per mule, 
making the aggregate cost of these roads, $225,- 
$29,271. The gross earnings of these roads 
were $43,227,428.

Peter Cooper, Esq., of New York, has pub- 
lished a new edition of the pamphlet of Mr. C. 
C. P. Clarke, of Oswego, N. T., entitled The 
True Method of Representation in Large Con- 
stituencies.” This argument has been previous- 
ly noticed in our columns, but not at such 
length as its merits justify. It is an exceeding- 
ly forcible discussion of the evils of our present 
representative system, with its manifold cheat- 
ing, bribery, knavery, ignorance, and sub- 
ordination of the public imtérests to pri- 
vate ends,—all of which, Mr. Clarke 
contends, have their origin in the Caucus. The 
caucus is the place where those persons most do 
congregate who desire to thrive at the public 
expense. The great majority of the better ele- 
ments of society do not attend the caucus, or, if 
they do, find themselves outmanwuvered and 
out voted by the worse elements. This is es- 
pecially true in the municipal elections, and the 
evil is fast invading State and National elections. 
The remedy which Mr. Clarke proposes is a 
novel one, and possesses sufficient merit to 
make it worth while to test it by actual experi- 
ment in some place where the people have 
been sufficiently misgoverned to be ready for 
any kind of achange. It proposes to leave the 
selection of public officers now elected by ballot 
to a convention of electors chosen by lot. If, 
for instance, a Mayor is to be chosen, let a regis- 
tration of all the voters be made, and from their 
names let a certain number be drawn, just as a 
jury is drawn, and let these persons meet forth- 
with and designate the Mayor,—service on the 
Board of Electors to be compulsory. The 
chances of chicanery, or bribery, would do re- 
duced toa minimum, election frauds would be 
entirely dispensed with, and the presumption is, 
that the electors so chosen would have no 
motive but that of securing a wise, capable, and 
disinterested officer. 


answered by Mr. Clarke; but there is one of 
considerable importance which has escaped him. 
One of the ends of representative government 
is to make the individual citizen responsible for 
his government, and to educate him in the 
science of government by repeated collision 
with facts, just as the Almighty educates the 
human race generally. Mr. Clarke may reply that 
collision with facts, such as Tweedism in New 
York, and Pomeroyiem in Kansas, has 
educated us to discard the system | 
under which they were possible; but it does not 
appear to us that remitting the choice of public 
officers to haphazard, so far as the great mass 
of the people are concerned, is likely to educate 
them to peform the duties of citizens. And we 
think that this education, imperfect and even 
demoralizing as it sometimes is, ought not to be 
thrown away. It appears to us, also, that the 
moral effect of laws, and of their administration, 
is very much heightened by the belief that they 
are enacted and administered by the majority of 
the people, even though this belief may not 
always be well founded. Could any such 
moral force be secured for laws and officers ob- 
tained through the instrumentality of chance ? 
Nevertheless, we think it would be wellif Mr. 
Clarke’s plan could be tried on a small scale in 
some place where the majority of voters should 


explicitly assent to it. 


ANOTHER BOND ROBBERY. 
Another example of carpet-bag spoliation has 
just been brought to light by an official commu- 
nication from the Attorney-General of Florida 
to Gov. Hart, consequent upon a resolution 
of inquiry introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives of that State, relative to the application 
of $4,000,000 of State bonds, issued in aid of the 
Jacksonville, Pensacola & Mobile Railroad 
Company, which railroad will shortly be 
sold by the United States Marshal, un- 
less prevented by judicial authority. 
The statement of the Attorney-General 
attests to the following facts: It first recites a 
statement made by 8. W. Hopkins & Co., of 
New York, agents of the Company, accounting } 
for the proceeds of 2,800 bonds, sold in London, 
from which it appears that, upon the of 
the railroad officers, Hopkins & Co. a 
sum exceeding $600,000, of which not more than 
2178, 000 were applied to the construction and. 
equipment of the road. Of this amount, $300,- 
000 were paid to parties from whom Milton 8. 
Littlefield, President of the road, purchased 
stock in the Florida Central Road ; $50,000 toone 
Aaron Barrett, on account of a con- 
tract with Littlefield; $50,000 to a North Caro- 
lina railroad, to satisfy a claim it had 
against Littlefield; $105,000 to a brother-in-law 
of Littlefield ; $50,000 to one G. W. Swepson ; 
and $20,000 to a Tennessee bank, both of which 
payments were on account of private transactions 
of said Littlefield. An examination of the ac- 
counts of Hopkins & Co. shows that this firm 
had a very good thing of their own also. They 
admit a sale of 2,800 bonds, for which they give 
a credit of $997,920, while in reality the amount 
received for the bonds equaled $1,400,000, show- 
ing u subtraction of $400,000, or 34 per cent of 
the amount for which the bonds are stated to 


have been sold.

1,200 of the 4,000 bonds remained in 
the hands of Hopkins & Co., in October, 1871, 
and are specified in a deed of trust made by the 
Company to F. H. Flagg and C. L. Chase, and
